VLADIVOSTOK, April IO.— (Cor- 
respondence 
of 
The 
Associated 
Press)-—“ We are now giving a defi­ 
nite service to nine nationalities in 
Siberia,” said G. S. Phelps, senior 
national secretary of the American 
Young Men’s Christian Association, 
speaking of the organization’s work 
to ihe correspondent of The Assoc­ 
iated Press. “ These include Am eri­ 
cans, Czechs, French, Russian, Brit­ 
ish,' Italian, Serbian, Rum anian and 
Chinese, 
but 
our 
chief 
work 
is 
among the soldiers of the United 
States and those of C z e c h o s lo v a k ­ 
ia. 
The Y. M. C. A. added Mr. Phelps 
is now conducing about twenty huts 
in Siberia and about thirty rolling 
canteens 
which 
are 
freight 
cars 
equipped 
to 
resemble comfortable 
clubs. 
He continued: 
"A lthough our principal work is 
with the troops, the civilians have 
not 
been 
neglected. 
We 
provide 
work for them at Vladivostok, Hab- 
arovsk, 
Harbin, 
Irkutsk, 
Tomsk. 
Omsk, and at 
E k a terin b u rg 
and 
Oheliabinsk, in the Ural mountains. 
"O u r club at E k a terin b u rg is sit­ 
uated just across the street from 
the 
house 
in 
which 
the 
former 
E m p ero r Nicholas and 
his 
family 
were imprisoned and murdered. 
“ Our civilian work is very much 
appreciated 
by the 
Russians. 
At 
Habarovsk, the mayor put one of 
the best 
buildings in the city at 
our disposal and appointed a citi­ 
zens’ committee to co-operate with 
our secretary. The 
physical 
and 
educational features of the Y. M. 
C. A. seem to especially appeal to 
them. 
“ A 
special 
piece 
of 
good 
luck 
for us was the turning over by the 
American committee on Public In­ 
formation 
of 
their 
entire moving 
picture equipment, 
including stu d ­ 
ies. 
laboratories, 
machines 
and 
films. This addition 
to 
our 
re­ 
sources will enable us to m aintain 
an * xcellent film and lecture ser­ 
vice 
throughout 
all 
Siberia. 
Be­ 
ginning with this month, we have 
120,000 
feet 
of carefully selected 
films arriving each month from Am­ 
erica. 
“ Of course, our first responsibil­ 
ity is to the American expedition­ 
ary 
force, 
assigned

secretaries. 
Through the generous co-operation 
of General Graves and his entire 
staff, we have been able to effect
